‘of. weakness. ; The Colonial Surgeon, sim- 
ply ag a matter of duty, records a condi- 
tion of things inconsistent with tho main- 
tenance of health among the native popu- 
lation, éaloulated: to increase mortality, 


‘and to spread epidemics. Instead of burk- 


ing the report, surely it would have been 
more in consonance with the duty of the 
Governor to have had a. Vommission ap- 
pointed to inquire into the sanitary con- 
dition of the native town and have ‘such 
improvements effected in the drainage and 
the construction of all new houses as snni- 
tary science pronounced necessary. It 
must not be forgotton that during His 
Excellency's tenure of office more houses 
have been constructed than. in any pre- 
vious decade probably. Opportunitios 
have thus been afforded of monding mat- 
tors to some extent, but has it been avail- 
ed of in any particularP We aro not 
aware that any remodial mensures have 
beon adopted or that the slightest improve. 
ment has beon made in the new houses 
lately oracted. In fact, thore is reason to 
bolieve that, by the greater height and 
closor contiguity of the new buildings, the 
evil has rather been aggravated than other- 
wise. ’ Phat no dreadful epidemic haa bro- 
ken out and dedimated the papulation of 
Taipingshan is ascribable to our good for- 
tune rather than the absence of the germs 
of disease. His lxcellency has more than 
once in the Council Ohambor extolled the 
Chinese sanitary system, to the detriment 
of Western systems, and wo doubt not he 
has done the same in bis dispatches to the 
Seoretary of State His represontations 
can, however, have little weight against: 
suoh evidence as that furnished by tho 
Colonial Surgeon, and the faot. that-an in- 
depondent commissioner is being sent out 
to .inquire into tho subject is indica- 
tive ot the importance attached to the 
matter by the Downing-street authorities 

and of the rosponsibility the Governor 
hag incurred. Indeed, wo hear that Hig 
Excellency has of, lato received a few very 
severe dispatches from home, and no doubt 
they referred to sanitary a3 wall as other 
matters.
